The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Theurer et al in view of Christison. 

Theurer et al teaches a method for installing catenary cable. The catenary 
cable is pulled from a storage drum. The catenary cable is passed through a 
tensioning device 21 . Next the catenary cable is passed over mounting roller 34. 
The tensioning device maintains a constant tension in the catenary cable. It is 
inherent that tension is maintained to counter a pull-off force. Whether or not the 
tension by the tensioning device is applied "gradually" or not is no more than an obvious 
matter of choice absent a showing of criticality for this feature. If it is desired to apply 
the tension gradually it would have been obvious to employ a force sensor such as 
shows in Figure 4 of Christison in order to facilitate a more measured application of 
tension to the catenary cable. While Theurer does not specifically state that details of 
the "tensioning device" 21 , the examiner takes official notice that it is well know and 
obvious to use a friction winch is a tensioning device. 

Claims 3-1 1 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 6/23/05.
